Could UFOs Come 
From Other VForlds? 

.UFOs, as everybody, knows, 
are Unidentified Flying Ob¬ 
jects — better known to ordi¬ 
nary folk as flying saucers. 
Goodness knows, there is 
plenty of real excitement to 
create all the hair-raising 
headlines we can stand. But 
Once in a while, we hear a 
report that somebody has 
^potted a flying saucer. And 
almost always, this bit of 
news outranks all the other 
exciting items of the day. 

Many of Andy’s readers are 
curious about UFOs and 
several claimed that they had 
seen them with their own 
eyes. There are, however, 
groups of reliable investiga¬ 
tors on the UFO patrol. 
Chances are, the flying saucer 
you think you see turns out to 
be a weather balloon' or a 
man-made satellite, a falling 
meteor or some unusual effect 
caused by conditions in the 
atmosphere. The United 
States Air Foroe has just 
completed a two-year study of 
Unidentified Flying Objects. 
They investigated thousands 
of reported sightings and 
found that most of them could 
be identified as ordinary 
earth objects, either man¬ 
made or otherwise. 

Ah, but even these expert 
investigators could not identi¬ 
fy all of them. A few of these 
so-called flying saucers re¬ 
main a mystery. And these 
are the ones that set our 
imaginations on fire. Many 
people including a number of 
level-headed scientists and 
airplane pilots, are quite posi¬ 
tive that these mysterious ob¬ 
jects are visitors from other 
worlds. Nowadays, scientists 
know that there are most like¬ 
ly millions of earth-type plan¬ 
ets in our galaxy. It is logical 
to suppose that. many other 
worlds are inhabited by intel¬ 
ligent beings.

Since this seems more than 
likely, we should not feel as¬ 
tonished If some of these 
aliens paid us a visit. Howev¬ 
er, let’s use our imaginations 
to figure out the possibilities. 
Traveling at the speed of 
light, it would take some 4y 2 
years to reach the nearest 
star — and thousands of years 
to reach some of the bright 
stars in our sky. If the flying, 
saucers do come from other 
worlds, then these aliens must 
know a very great deal more 
about space travel than we 
do. They must also know a lot 
more than we do about 
mechanics, physics and ev¬ 
erything else. It stands to rea¬ 
son that they must also know 
enough to keep out of sight — 
if they wish to remain unde¬ 
tected. Surely they would not 
reveal themselves in clumsy 
UFO appearances. 

True, alien visitors may 
want to study us — and not 
care whether their observa¬ 
tions scare us half to death. 
But this is not likely. Sooner 
or later. Nature seems to be 
down on the smarties who use, 
their superior know-how to 
mistreat those who are less 
smart. Most likely this rule 
prevails throughout the uni¬ 
verse. If it does, we may be 
sure that the super-smart 
UFO visitors — if they exist 
at all — are also intelligent 
enough to mind their man¬ 
ners. They would know more 
than we do — certainly 
enough to stay out of sight. 
They also would behave bet¬ 
ter than we do and certainly 
do nothing to sc;,re us with 
flying saucers. 

Andy, for one, doubts that 
flying saucers are sent by 
aliens from other worlds. But 
he also refuses to be certain. 
They might, just might be. 
However, goodness knows, 
many experts have tried and 
failed to produce any real 
proof. Until this happens, if it 
ever does, it seems wise to 
keep an open mind on the 
subject of flying saucers.

The serious-looking members of the Com¬ 
munist Party’s Central Committee have spent a 
lot of time since the revolution destroying old 
myths.

'UFO Photographed at Belgrade' 


A UFO is said to have been seen in the sky over Belgrade during the 
night Saturday. Tanjug reports that the apparition moved soundlessly 
from NW to SE. The speed was between 400 and 600 krn/hr. 

Eyewitnesses reported that the object had the form of an ellip¬ 
soid. IK shone intermittently with an orange-colored light. A Tanjug 
contributor photographed the apparition. Also among the observers was 
a pilot of the Jugoslavian airline JAT. He stated that the UFO 
sighting did not involve either a plane of a satellite.

•Witnesses Wanted' 

A 'flying saucer' as large as the French supersonic plane 'Concorde' 
was observed over Grlbskov at Kagerup by an engineer from Naerum and 
his fiancee. The sighting was reported in to Scandinavian UFO Infor¬ 
mation. This 'flying saucer' was apparently of a different sort from 
those 5 types which are normally reported, and the organization is 
therefore interested in information from others who think that they 
have seen the same thing that the Naerum engineer saw. 

Engineer J. Nielsen and his fiancee were on the road from Hel- 
slnge to Hillertfd on Sunday the 5th at 10:30 PM when, a few km short 
of Kegerup, they noticed 3 or 4 four-edged lights in the SE direction. 
The distance between the outermost lights was measured as about 6-7 
cm at arm's length, according to engineer Nielsen. Measured in the 
same way, the lights measured about £ cm by ^ cm. They shone very 
intensely like 'helium lamps'. Immediately before the woods, the 
couple stopped— ’’But then we couldn't see the object for the trees. 
However, we could hear a sound from the direction where the object must 
have been. It sounded somewhat like a centrifugal compressor, but 
with a deeper tone." 

The couple tried to drive on to a better observation point 
about 5 km farther into the woods, but when they reached it the ob¬ 
ject had disappeared. Meanwhile, during the drive, the couple had 
had opportunity to observe the object, as they are completely sure 
that it stood still in the air. They came so close to it that they , 
are able to describe it and to make a drawing of it. Engineer Nielsen 
states: "It was as big as the Concorde, which I had previously seen 
in France. Apparently, the lights we saw pointed horizontally. It 
had sort of wings end a pointed 'snout', which was most nearly 
brownish. The rest of the object was greyish." 

Peter Alf Hansen, of Scandinavian UFO Information, explains that 
on the seme evening a low-flying plane with lighted landing lights 
was reportedly seen over the area. "It is rare that UFO's of those 
types have -'wings', but on the other hand this object did not behave 
like an airplane," he says.

Vitali Ginzburg, physi- 
. cist member of the Soviet 
Academy of Sciences, said 
the large and sensitive ra¬ 
dio and optical telescopes 
needed for the experiment 
would cost billions of dol¬ 
lars to build—too much 
for one nation to bear. 

"But I believe that to 
look for some signals of in¬ 
telligent life is quite sen¬ 
sible," he said at an inter¬ 
national astronomers' con¬ 
ference. "You would have 
to do it internationally al¬ 
though it would be a diffi¬ 
cult political thing.” 

Long Way Out 

Ginzburg said there is 
little chance of life close to 
earth and suggested a pos¬ 
sible distance in space of 
100 light-years. A light- 
year is the distance that 
light travels in a year or 
5.8 trillion miles. 
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Anthony Hewish of 
Cambridge University 
said: "It- would be statisti¬ 
cally very strange if we 
were the only intelligent J 
lrfe in the galaxy." 

But Hewish, who dis¬ 
covered space signals in 
1967 that he first believed 
might be from intelligent 
beings, said the effort out¬ 
lined by Ginzburg would 
be "stupid at the moment." 


"It would involve a large 
expenditure of money 
with a small chance of re¬ 
sult," Hewish said. "It 
would not be science and I 
don't foresee it happen¬ 
ing." 

Hewish and Ginzburg 
talked with newsmen at 
the 14th triennial general 
assembly of the Interna¬ 
tional Astronomical 
Union. It has brought !.-■ 
SOO scientists from 45 
countries to Brighton. 

Pulsar Signals 

A team led by Hewish 
was the first to hear sig¬ 
nals from pulsars—Small 
stars that emit, regular ra¬ 
dio pulses. The discovery 
of these mysterious rotat¬ 
ing stars is among the 
most important recent ad¬ 
vances in exploration of 
space. 

The best-known pulsar 
Is in the Crab Nebula, 5,- 
000 light-years from earth. 
It is only 12 miles across 
but emits more radiation 
than the sun. 

Hewish said pulsar 
material is so dense that, a 
lump the size of a sugar 
cube would weigh more 
than 100 million tons. 

The 45-year-old physicist 
said he kept his discovery 
secret for three weeks late 
in 1967 until he had satis¬ 
fied himself that pulsar 
signals did not coma from 
"little green men" on an¬ 
other planet. 

If he had announced his 
findings before that possi¬ 
bility was ruled out, he 
said, Cambridge "would 
have been invaded by hor¬ 
ses of newsmen and 
science would have gone 
out the window."

Meanwhile, Air Force in¬ 
vestigators were reported to 
be on hand this morning as 
the cutter, Sebago, arrived 
at Pensacola, Fla. — its first 
stop since its men made vis¬ 
ual and radar contact with 
the flying object yesterday 
morning. 

The crew said they saw the 
white object at 5:21 a. m. 
yesterday for three to five 
seconds — but tracked It on a 
radar screen for 27 minutes.
